South Carolina and North Dako- 
ta.

der set only the upper limit on 
rates. 


Shortage of Of I tors 
in Vietnam Since the 
Buildup 3 Yean Age

WASHINGTON (AP) «- The 


Army says a shortage of infaiv 
try officers has developed in 
Vietnam since the big U.S. troop 
buildup in the war area three 
years ago. 


The shortages are primarily 


among lieutenants and captains, 
the Army said. No figures were 
available. 


But the shortage extends to 


field grades as well. The pinch 
is so tight among infantry lieu* 
tenant colonels that many, in- 
cluding World War H and Ko- 
rean War veterans, are being 
denied retirement. 


The Army refuses to discuss 


numbers, but sources said there 
is a shortage of 700 lieutent colo- 
nels, who command infantry 
battalions, among other assign- 
ments. 


Although more than 50 Army 


lieutenant colonels have been 
killed In Vietnam, this would 
hardly be the cause of the short- 
age. 


But some Army sources said 


the loss of more than 670 majors 
and captains has had an impor- 
tant effect since their deaths 


took them off the promotion lad- 
der. 


Although 
more than 1,000 


Army lieutenants have died in 
Vietnam the Army cited other 
reasons for a lack of company 
grade infantry officers. 


"The number of infantry off!* 


cers gained from ROTC this fis- 
cal year is smaller than expect* 
ed, with many officers choosing 
other combat arms and serv- 
ices," the Army said. 


In other words, they did not 


want to serve with the rifle 
units carrying the brunt of the 
fighting. 


"And a large number of infan- 


try officers who entered active 
duty during the 1966-67 buildup 
are due to complete their serv- 
ice obligations this year," the 
Army said. 


This referred to young offi- 


cers who received their com- 
missions through college ROTC 
or officer candidate school and 
were obligated to serve at least 
two years on active duty. 


Recently, the Army has ex- 


tended this obligation to three 
years for enlisted men picked 
for CCS.

VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope 


Paul 
VI said today that""the 


hanging of nine Jews in Iraq 
raised suspicions that racism 
played a part in the executions. 


The Pope deplored the execu- 


tions in speaking to more than 
5,000 persons at a public audi- 
ence. 


It was the first public com- 


ment by the Pope on the hang- 
Ing Monday of 14 Iraqis, nine of 
them Jews, as spies for Israel. 
The Vatican n e w s p a p e r , 
L' Osservatore 
Romano, 
de- 


plored the executions in an edi- 
torial Tuesday and 
reported 


that the Pope had appealed to 
the Iraqi government for clem- 
ency.

What happens when 
a person has such an attack? 


A—The symptoms vary. 


Some persons complain of 
an abdominal heaviness or 
indigestion and others have 
the feeling that the heart is 
being squeezed in a vise. 
Much more important than 
trying to f i g u r e out what 
symptoms to look for is to 
get a checkup for the pres- 
ence of known risk/ factors 
and, if any are found, to 
start preventive measures 
before s e r i o u s symptoms 
occur. 


Q—My brother died sud- 


denly of myocardial infarc- 
tion. Can this happen in the 
absence of any evidence of 
heart disease? 


A—Yes, but usually there 


is a history of a previous 
attack or angina pectoris. 
An electrocardiogram 
may, 


but does not always, reveal 
warning signs. 


Q—My doctor told me I 


had a c u t e subendocardial 
ischemia. What is this? Do 
you advise running and jog- 
ging after such a condition? 


A—This condition is a de- 


privation of blood supply to 
the portion of the heart just 
under its i n n e r lining—in 
simpler terms, a coronary 
heart attack. 
A damaged 


heart may be put back in 
shape in the same way it was 
trained originally—by work- 
ing it and thus forcing it to 
receive and deliver more

blood. Some doctors favor 
jogging and walking and an 
exercise in which you bend 
over and hold your head 
down for 15 to 20 seconds to 
bring more blood to your 
brain. Your doctor should 
determine how much exer- 
cise you need for the best 
results and how rapidly you 
should increase the amount. 


Q—I h a v e been taking 


Coumadin for 10 years fol- 
lowing a heart attack.. You 
Jonce-wrote that anticoagu- 
lants should not be taken for 
prolonged p e r i o d s . What 
harm could result and what 
would happen if I stopped 
taking it? 


A—Although many persons 


take these drugs indefinitely, 
they have never been an un- 
mixed blessing. Any bene- 
fits are obtained in the first 
nine to 12 months of treat- 
ment and no further benefit 
can be expected. Long-term 
usage may result in bleeding 
within the wall of the intest- 
ines (no blood in the stools 
but intestinal obstruction) or 
a similar type of bleeding in 
the brain or spinal cord. 
Recent s t u d i e s show that 
there is no danger in sudden 
c o m p l e t e withdrawal of 
these drugs.

Were Horse-Drawn 
1 Rose, who conducts the Al's 
Alfalfa column in the Cam* 
Iden News, forwarded me a 


marked copy of his Jan. 6 edi- 
tion because it contained a re* 
print of a UPI dispatch from my 
old home town, Wilkes*Barre, 
Pa. 


UPI recalled the old days when 


Wilkes-Barre used horse-drawn 
fire department equipment in- 
stead of gasoline engines. The 
story hit me where I once lived. 
I recall two things vividly: 


The old-time fire-engines were 


steamers burning coke. A bank- 
ed fire was kept going in the 
steamer around the clock —and 
when a fire-alarm sounded the 
drafts were opened up so that 
the firemen had a full head of 
steam by the time the horses 
got the engine to the burning 
house. The steamers were han- 
dled by a three-horse hitch. I 
know —because I was there, 
Charley. 


The second thing I remember 


was that my father, the late 
William Oliver Washburn, for 
years held a contract to supply 
hay to the Wilkes-Barre Fire 
Department from his farm up 
the mountain west of the city. 
Father didn't believe in labor- 
saving equipment. Our hay wasn't 
baled, but was stored and deliver- 
ed loose. The three Washburn 
boys knew about that, for they 
were rank-and-file pitchforkmen 
along with the hired hand and 
the hired - hand's son. If the 
dapple-gray horses of the Wilkes- 
Barre Fire Department were fat 
and sassy and loved running to 
a fire —well, we helped make 
them that way. 


Thanks to Al Rose, and here's 


his UPI reprint: 


WILKES-BARRE, Pa. (UPI) - 


Were fire horses really fast, 
or did their thundering gallop 
Just cause a lot of excitement?...

Vietnamese government indicat* 
ed today that it would declare a 
truce for the lunar new year 
Feb. 17, but a far shorter one 
than the seven-day cease-fire 
announced by the Viet Cong ear- 
lier today. 


The Viet Cong's National Lib- 


eration Front broadcast an an- 
nouncement that the Communist 
military command "will stop all 
military activities" from 7 a.m. 
Saigon time Feb. 15 until 7 a.m. 
Feb. 22. The period is known as 
Tet, the festival of the lunar 
new year and the biggest holi- 
day in the Vietnamese calendar. 


The Viet Cong broadcast said 


any military operations by the 
United States, South Vietnam 
and their allies, Including air, 
naval and artillery bombard- 
ment, would be considered a 
violation of the cease-fire and 
"must be punished." 


Four hours after the broad-

Living Costs 
Increase, 
Report Shows

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


rise in living costngOgS in De- 
cember 
with an increase of 


two-tenths of one per cent, but 
1968 sttll wound up with the 
sharpest 
annual hike in 17 


years, totaling 4.7 per cent, the 
governhent said today. 


The Labor Department's con- 


sumer price irilex ended the 
year at 123.7, meaning it cost 
$12.37 last month for every $10 
worth of typical family pur- 
chases in the 1957-59 period on 
which the index is based. 


The Bureau of Labor Statis- 


tics, which supplied the figures, 
also reported that the average 
weekly earnings of some 45 mil- 
lion rank-and-file workers rose 
5.5 per cent last year but "in- 
creases in consumer prices 
eroded most of this gain." 


Most of last month's increase 


in living costs was due to a six- 
tenths of one per cent rise in 
food prices and a five-tenths 
hike in housing costs. 


The bureau also reported an 


increase of two-tenths of one per 
cent in wholesale prices in De- 
cember and a preliminary esti- 
mate of another eight-tenths 
this month, which would be the 
largest in three years. 


The 196— rise of 4.7 per cent in 


living costs was the largest 
since the Korean War year of 
1951 
when federal wage-price 


controls were finally imposed to 
halt the rapid climb.

Jordan.

Agency reported the new trial in 
Baghdad began Tuesday night 
behind closed doors. It said the 
defendants 
were 
accused of 


working for the U.S. Central In- 
telligence Agency. 


It did not mention the number 


of 
defendants, 
but 
London 


sources had reported earlier 
that 35 persons, 13 of them 
Jews, would be tried by Iraq's 
revolutionary court on charges 
of spying and sabotage. 


In Baghdad, Information Min- 


ister Abdullah Salloum Samer- 
rai told a news conference Is- 
raeli forces were preparing to 
attack Iraq's forces in Jordan in 
reprisal for the public hanging 
Monday of nine Jews and five 
other Iraqis convicted of spying 
for Israel. 


The Israelis were enraged by 


the executions, and their gov- 
ernment denied the victims had 
been spying for Israel. The exe- 
cutions also provoked varying 
degrees of condemnation in sev- 
eral foreign capitals. 


"This is a purely Internal af- 


fair with no room for interven- 
tion by any other country," Sa- 
merrai said of the trials. Iraq

forces are In a state of military 
readiness for any Israeli repris- 
al. 


The U.S. State Department 


announced it has'urged Israel 
not to retaliate. Diplomats In 
Washington believe a reprisal 
raid coming so soon after Is- 
rael's Dec. 28 commarido attack 
on Beirut International Airport 
might start aaottier ilrall-scale 
war.
